.old your correspondent that Mr. Har- 
ding's pronouncement early in the 
campaign in favor of the Immediate 
passage of the Knox resolution was 
too specific and too apparently heart- 
felt to admit of any marked change 
in the presidential policy expect for 
the most urgent reasons. It also was 
said that at present there is no rea- 
son to believe that Mr. Harding in- 
tends to change his mind in this mat- 
ter. There was, however, attached to 
the Knox resolution for immediate 
peace a paragraph which was strick- 
en out because several senators ob- 
jected to it. These senators said that 
they were afraid America might com- 
mit itself to some international agree- 
ment which would prevent future in- 
dependent 
action 
by this cguntry 


along certain lines of definite Amer- 
ican policy. 


It was in the summer of 1919 tfiat 


a part of the Knox resolution to 
which objection 
was entered 
was 


stricken out. It was a declaration of 
American intention toward European 
affairs in case another kaiser, or 
somebody else, should strike a blow 
at liberty and democracy. 


Hughes to Have Free Rein. 


President 
Harding at times has 


more than suggested that he will fa- 
vor some kind of an association of 
nations which will enable the world 
ito/swork, for peace. 


Since the appointment of Charles 


B. Hughe's as secretary of state, it has 
been said that he will be given a free 
rein to work out his own internation- 
al policy. Of course no such state- 
ment of entire 
freedom 
of action 


.would have been made unless Mr. 
/Harding believed that in a general 
way, at least, Mr. Hughes' views on 
international matters are like his own. 


It is taken for granted in this city 


that the n-'u President and his secre- 
tary of fetiite will favor some kind of 
a pronouncement which will declare 
that America will not view uncon- 
cernedly any attempt of a great mil- 
itary power to overrun another coun- 
try, 
or to strike any kind of blow 


at liberty and democracy. It is for 
this reason that the feeling seems to 
run here that the clause in the Knox 
resolution which once was stricken 
out, will be reinstated. 


Recently the French and British 


press have been asking what America 
intends to do.' In the Intransigeant 
of Paris, Gabriel Hanotaux has put the 
question thus to America: 


"Frankly we want to know how she 


is going to end the war. With us or 
without us? That is what we want 
to know. The rest does not matter 
much." 


France Wants Promise of Aid. 


It is apparent from this that France 


desires today, as she always has de- 
sired, that the 
United States 
u i l l 


make some kind of agreement \\ 
her guaranteeing aid in case of an 
attack upon her by a great military 
power. When President Wilson \\as 
abroad he gave assurance that the 
United States would make a treaty 
of alliance guaranteeing American aid 
in case of a German attack. The 
treaty 
alliance 
matter 
has 
been 


^helved, temporarily, at least, and now 
France is asking again what the Unit- 
ed States will do for her along this 
Ime. 


f It is said that all the democracies 
und near democracies of Europe want 
a guarantee in behalf of liberty to 
enable them to go ahead with their 
industrial work, to cut down military 
establishments and to get a sense of 
that freedom which will enable them 
to pursue the paths of peace -and of 
commerce without the dally fear of 
a black inroad upon their villages and 
plains. 


The part of the Knox resolution 


which was stricken out had nothing to 
do, of course, with a defensive alli- 
ance with any country, but it did go 
so fur as to say that America would 
take measures to meet any situation 
which involved aggression by a mili- 
taristic and autocratic power which 
wns threatening' the peace of conn- i 
tries which were minding their own , 
business find ruling themselves detn- I 
ocratically.

was on the Supreme bench occupied 
a fine house at the corner of Sixteenth 
and V streets. 
When he was nomi- 


nated for the presidency of the United 
States in 1916 he gave up his Washing- 
ton residence, knowing of course that 
if he were elected he would move into 
the White House, and that if he were 
defeated he must go back to New York 
to earn his living as a lawyer.

Hughes wishes he had kept hold on 
his house instead of turning it over 
to another, the ''another" in this case 
being former United States Senator 
John W. Weeks of Massachusetts, the 
new secretary of war.

Denby Has Prospered and Progressed. 


Edwin Denby of Detroit, the new 


secretary of the navy, during his so- 
journ in Washington sas a member of 
congress lived in a modest house on 
Connecticut avenue. 
Since that day 


the world has prospered Mr. Denby, 
and if he wants to he can take a 
mansion and not worry when rent day 
comes around, but the chances are, for 
such is the nature of the man, that 
he will seek an inconspicuous abode, 
comfortable but not palatial. 


The late Lieut. Adna Chaffee, U. S. 


army, rose from the ranks of a private 
of the forces to be the ranking officer 
of the United States army, but it took 
him over forty years to makr> the 
journey.

of asking his friend to lunch. Denby 
at that time was forty-six years old. 
The two left the office building to- 
gether and Sloane was somewhat as- 
tounded when Denby, did hit the way 
to a marine corps recruiting" office, 
where inside of three-quarters of an 
hour he had passed the physical test, 
had convinced the authorities that his 
character was all right, and he was 
duty sworn in to the marine corps as 
a private in the ranks.

He is a deep Bible student, 
and the story Is told of him that when 
Warren Gamaliel Harding was nomi- 
nated for the presidency and his full 
name I'foame known to most people 
for the first time, Hays was the only 
man In a roomful of politicians who 
could tell anybody who the Biblical 
Gamaliel was.
